Washikoton, Jan. 27.— The seaslon of 
the Benuto wa.s dpvottxl to a disctiHsion of 
Senator C'nU'H public land reeolutiou and 
a general collo<iny over the federal eleo- 
tioDB bill. A itroog appeal was made by 
Senator Call in favor of th* homeitead- 
era of Florida, who he alleged were be- 
ing deprived of their rights by land gi ant 
railri)a«ls withf)ut authority of law, and 
he finally sncoeeded in having his resolu- 
tion referred to the judiciary committee 
for a careful ixupiiry into the legal rights 
of tlM qneatfon. 

Soiator Chandler made an effort to 
have the bill repealing the federal elec- 
tkm laws iwitponed until next Deoem- 
bar, bat toe motkm was. of course, 
prom^^ defeated tgrthe Democrats on 

SenatcH- Wolcott, from the committee 
on library, reported to the iwnate the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved. 'I'hat the offer of Mn*. Anna 
Hhaw CurtiH, widow of George Williuiii 
(.'tirtiH, (if the marble biiMt of Cliiirlea 
Hvininer, be iitcept^'d. mid the coiiiniittee 
on library directed to convey to Mn. Cur- 
tis the obHtatlona of the tsaate forsatd 
gift. 

The resolution of Senator ( 'all (pies- 
tiouing the VHlidity of railroad grants) in 
the stiitti of Florida vv;u< takon up, and 
Senator Call spoke ut length in Hupport 
of the resolution and in defense of the 
rij^ts of homestead settlers. 

Senatoj: Doli)h said the question raised 
by Senator Call hiul been dwided ad- 
versely bj the senator from Florida ly 
five secretaries of the interior, and ban 
\)eea regularly introdnced in the si nate 
every t oni<res,s for years past, and that 
the committee on ])ubhc lands had 
usually decided that the matter was ho 
longer in the control of congress. 

After further discussion the resolution 
was referred to the oommittee on 
judiciary. 

At 2 o dock the Hawaiian resolutions 
by request of Senator Taniie(Dem., Ind. ; 
went over without predndioe. 

The election bill came up in the regu- 
lar order of unfinished business. The 
pwiitHng mottdment wai the one pre- 
smted Iqr Senator ChandlMr, allowing 
every candidate for congress the right to 
name a personal "wateber" in each elec- 
tion pmeinot to inspect the registration 
of voMaaad be present at the oodntiug 
of ballots, and the certifying of the bal- 
lots. 

Senator Chandler took oocadnn to re- 
new his suggestion that the bill go ever 
until next December and give the elec- 
tion law one more chance. 

At this jnnctiire Senator Dolph (Rep., 
Or.) introduced, in order that it might oe 
printed, an amendment to the Hawaiian 
resolution, declaring that "with a view 
to i'eHt<jring aniicable relations between 
the United St.ites and Hawaii, th^ pres- 
ent minister of the United States to Ha- 
waii should bo recalled immediately." 

The roll was then called on Senator 
Chandler's jMotiou to postpone the elec- 
tion bill until next £>eaemt)t!r, and it was 
defeated, 20 to 2S. 

The (pustion then recnrrtMl once more 
on Senator Cliandh'r s aniendntent, pro- 
viding for one ••watcher " at the polls. 
After a brief discussion of the aiiiend- 
Ineut by Senator Cliandb r the senate 
went into executive session and ut tf :4U 
adjooraed until Mondiy n ext.

Washinoto.v, Jan. 27. — The only 
amendment to tlie tariff bill adopted by 
the house yesterday was one iucrea-sing 
the duty on cut stones, unset, to W per 
cent ad valorem and taking rough, un- 
cut stones ivom the frei; list and placing 
them on the dutiable list at 15 per cent 
ad valorem. The ways and means com- 
mittee, which desired to reduce the duty 
on cut stones from IT) to 10 par cent, 
was overruled in this mutter. 

An attempt to plme tinplate on the 
free list was nn8ucce.s8ful. There was 
yesterday, us on the two precetUng days, 
considerable open pluiu-sixiken oj)ix>si- 
tion to the bill on the Democratic side.

Secretary (.'arlisle's decision to issue 
bonds, and the early reiH)rts of large liids 
for them, helpe<l to acceltTute rei'overy 
of industhe8*and trade, as was hoped 
last week, (tele of the amount offered 
will check anxiety about maintcnaaoe of 
note redemption, remove the only pre- 
text for further issues of paper, and thus 
gi\ (< a solid bii^is for greater confldMKM 
regarding the financial future. 

The revenue is still small; from cus- 
toms in January thus far |IO,t<o."),'")OI , 
against ^lii.iiHO,lls,"( hist yi ar. and from 
internal tu.xes |9,4bT,Ull), against i-W, 
06S,49H, and the volumn of domestic 
trade is still small. The increast^ in 
number of hands emplovtil adds to the 
purchasing power of the p -ople, and 
dealers' stocks are so reduced that any 
sign of larger consumption quickly gives 
mills more orders. In short, the tx>ndi- 
tions are such that if not interrupted by 
adverse forces they would -naturally 
bring a steady revival of business. 

Industrial gain is more definite thi^.n 
a week ago. few establishments have 
stopped work, while many have resumed 
or increased production, and though 
these are ndt works employing thousands 
each, the aggregate increase is cousid. r- 
able. ReduotionB in wages continue, 
and about a ({uurtor of tlietn are of iiO per 
cent, the rest ranging from 7 to 17 per 
cent. In no direction are quotations of 
manufactured products higher, but while 
some have actually daoUned, the geneoal 
tone is somewhat stronger. 

Thus distinct improvement is seen la 
the demand for iron producta in Phila- 
delphia, though for some, which it was 
thought oould nut 'go lower, nnotatinns 
have been reduCw»d. Sales of pig are 
l.'irger, though $10.50 is now the opt n 
quotation for Be8s.imur at Pittsburg, uud 
southern forge is sold for i)i().7'> ut Bir- 
mingham, the lower price telegraphed 
last week having bec^n, it is stated,(for a 
lot of inferior ijuality. 

The Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
has made contracts for ore which r(Aluce 
the cost of ito iron 22 1-2 centa per ton, 
and lower oontraote for ore and freights 
are also reducing the cost to consumers 
of lake ore. Coimellsville coke is quoted 
at fl per ton with the numb.r of ov. iis 
in o|H'ration practically unchanged. Tlie 
increjise in demand for iron pri«lucts is 
mainly in structural forms, uist pii>e. 
wire rods, l arln-d wire and wire nails, 
while in rails and other railwi^ irOD 
business is remarkably small. 

Textile industries liave lucrea.sed 
working force mainly in knit gi.o Is, un- 
derwear and carpets, though s.vtral 
wooli n mills havr started and others ai" 
reportiil about tostirt. Siiles of wool 
»u-e larger, amounting at tlu- chii'f mar- 
kets to I. O.i.l.^.'dO jtouniU ag.iinst .^.titil,- 
;i."iO for til" s.ime week last yi ar. but 
prices at I'hil.ideljphia ure half a c( iit to 
a cent lower, while ut Xi w York there 
is more iniiiiii V from caniet and other 
mills. Trading 'vvas eherked by dis.ip- 
lH)intment n-ganling the dati^ at which 
changes of duly are to t.ike ett.ct. and 
there is little desin' to places or accept 
orders until the future is more clear. 

Tlie shoe and leather tradis apjh ar to 
gain a little, though shijnueuts from Bos- 
ton for the week are again 94 per oent 
smuller than last year. 
• Prinluce markets have been decidedly 
dull, though wheat for .May fell at one 
time to the lowest ix int on rcconl. 
Western receipts for the w( ek were 1,- 
e.57,i)01 bushels, against ;1,.')41,«H1 Jast 
year, and of com l,4.5'.i,H.').') against 
T.')ii,7;i» lartt year. Wheat exixirts are 
insignificant, and the stocks in sight are 
too large for speculators or short crop 
prophet-i. Coffee and petroleum are a 
shade lower. Cotton, after a decline, 
has advanced a shade, although receipts 
continue heavy. 

Failures in the ITuitod States were 4!iO 
this wet k against '2'M^> last pear, and in 
Canada against 40 last year.

A Bill Providing For Their Erection 
Pending in tb« ltat« UuU, 
Olhor Vm. 



A bill was Introdnced in the8tate Sen- 
ate Thursilny providing for the establish- 
ment of two (State reformatory institu- 
tions, one for girls and one for boys. The 
bill originated in the Committee on 
Charitable Institutions and is intended 
to carry out the suggestions contained in 
the (lovernor's m e s sag e and provisions 
of the Constitution on this important 
subject. The act carries an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000, and recommends the 
adoption o( the oottage plan of eonatrao* 
tion and management. The selection of 
sites, erection of buildings and ultimate 
management of the Inatitotlons are 
placed in keeping of a non-political, non- 
sectarian Board of five Commissioners to 
be named by the Governor and conflrmed 
by the Senate. 

That something will be done at this 
session looking to an early completion of 
reformatory establishments is probable, 
bnt it is not probable that any bill oai^- 
ing large appropriations for thlt or Other 
purposes will find favor. 

In the Honse, the bill giving to medical 
colleges all iinrlaiined bodies was passed. 

The matter of new Capitol buildings is 
receiving much attentioo, bnt all sng^ 
gestions of appropriations meet with dis- 
couragement. The suggestion of itejjre- 
sentative Bockaer, of Clark, finds much 
favor among the members. His idea is 
that i liere shall be no attempt at a settle- 
ment of the question now, bnt that a 
commission of prominent gentlemen be 
named, who shall locate the site, receive 
plans, specifications and eatimates, visit 
other Capitols for purposes of compari- 
son, and after giving the subject careful, 
business-like investigation report k a 
bill covering all points, location, plans 
I and cost ^^^^^^^
